Nearly 6uu additional contracts 
were received the past week at the 
office of the field service division of 
the Burley Tobacco Growers' Co-op- 
nratlfe Association, Assistant Chief 
William Collins reported. The ex 
act number waa 486. Assistant Man 
ager James A. Dixon, of the Hunting 
ton, W. Va., district, said that 18? 
contracts had been signed In that 
territory. These, however, had not 
been received at the field service di- 
vision offices and, therefore, were not 
Included In the week's report of con 
tracts received. 

Mr. Dixon, „who was -in Lexington 
for a brief visit before returning to 
his field of labor, said the association 
was gaining rapidly in western West 
Virginia and eastern Ohio and that 
the campaign had reached a point at 
which it was deemed advisable to 
start county organisations. Many of 
the burley growers of GaJlaln and 



Lawrence counties In Ohio have 
signed the contract. aWrehouse »n 
terests are waging a vigorous war- 
fare on the association, but with a 
purpose so evident that it Is having 
little effect In that territory. 

Director of Warehouses Ralph M. 
Barker returned from a week's ac- 
tive work In the field, having finish- 
ed valuing warehouses over the en- 
tire district. The past week he was 
in southern Ohio, including the 
towns of Ripley, Georgetown, Pee 
blea and West Union, and also vis- 
It. d Brooksvllle. Augusta, Vanceburg 
and Grayson. 

"I didn't find a single sorehead on 
the trip," said Mr. Barker. "We have 
arranged for the taking over of al- 
most all the warehouses and have 
had no difficulty In reaching an agree- 
ment with the owners as to actual 
value, without arbitration. I have 
found the warehouse men fair and 
an entire absence of any disposition 
to take advantage of the association. 
We rather expected that situation, 
inasmuch as most of teh warehouse- 
men are tobacco growers and mem- 
ber!) of the association."

The 
meeting waa called by O. R. Reed, 
chairman for Adair county, and as 
Tuesday was county court day a big 
crowd heard Mr. Collins. 

Adair county growers are practi- 
cally assured of a receiving plant for 
their crops If they sign up the coun- 
ty. Oreen county growers also want 
a receiving plant at Greensburg and 
this, it was said at association head- 
quarters, will be granted If the sign- 
up warrants It.

PRICE ERRORS IN ADVERTISING 
Sometimes typographical errors 
occur in price figures in merchants' 
advertisements and there are people 
who will press the store to sell for 
the errorful price if it is low, and 
even threaten the proprietor on the 
ground that he has contracted with 
the trade to sell the article at the 
price quoted in the ad. 

Edmund L. Craig, a Mew York law- 
yer, has looked up this matter and in 
a letter to The Flower Grower, of Utl- 
ca, he says this on "The Legal Phase 
of the Price Errors in Advertising:" 
"I have recently gone Into this 
question for a client. The general 
rule is stated in a recently published 
law book as follows: 

"Business advertisements published 
in newspapers or circulars sent out 
by mall or distributed by hand, sta- 
ling that the advertiser has a certain 
quantity or quality of goods which 
he wants to dispose of at certain 
prices, are not offers which become 
contracts as soon as any person to 
whose notice they may come signi- 
fies his acceptance by notifying the 
he will take a certain 
of them; they are simply 
invitations to all persons who may 
read that the advertlaer is ready to 
receive offers for the goods at the 
price stated. "" 

"The order of the prospective buy- 
er doea not ripen Into a contract of 
sale until the seller's acceptance, and 
then only as to goods spclflcally or- 1 
dered Thia was decided by the su- 
preme court of Massachusetts in thej 
case of Montgomery, Ward 4 Co. vs. 
Johnson, 20» Mass 89, where the 
cases are collected. 

"The above statement of the law 
applies where there was no mistake. 
In the case of a mistake In the ad- 
vertisement, another rule might be 
Invoked, that the minds of the par 
ties had never met which is neces- 
sary to a binding contract."

GOVERNMENT HUNTER MAKES 
RECORD KILL IN COLORADO 

More predatory animals were kill- 
ed in Colorado during the month of 
April than In any other month this 
year, according to reports received 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture. One biological survey 
hunter In that district lias a record 
of 14 wolves, 125 coyote pups. 126 
unborn coyotes, 32 coyote females, 
several males and several mountain 
lions. Cattlemen who have been suf- 
fering heavy losses in the Divide 
country from predatory animals are 
co-operating heartily with federal 
hunters in getting rid of wolves and 
coyotes. 

One family of notorious killers, 
consisting of an old male wolf, a fe- 
male and their annual crop of pup- 
pies, was killing from 40 to 50 per 
cent of the calves on some ranges 
near DeBeque. he loss was so se- 
vere that stockmen had decided not 
to put any cattle on these ranges 
this season, because they could not 
save the increase from the wolves. 
Bounty hunters were able occasion- 
ally to clean out the whelps, but the 
old pair persistently eluded capture 
until this April, when a biological 
survey man was sent to DeBeque. 
He found the wolf den and succeed- 
ed tn killing six puppies. The sev- 
enth puppy was trapped a few days 
later, he trail of the old wolves led 
foj miles south of DeBeque, then 
turned north and over into Garfield 
county. / 

Traps were set along the trail and 
the old male was finally caught In 
one of them about 18 utiles north of 
Grand Junction, or 50 miles from the 
original den at DeBeque. Two weeks 
later the old female was trapped In 
the same locality. Both animals were 
about 15 years old. The female had 
lost one foot, preeumably in a trap. 
The pelt of the male was more than 
6 feet long.
